It was packed to the doors, with 300 or 
400 persons on the platform and as many 
more standing behind the railings in the 
rear of the orchestra, balcony and gal- 
lery.

Never once did the interest flag; not 
once did the Colonel's voice fail to carry. 
He was in excellent speaking trim and 
managed to save his best oratorical ef- 
fects until the last, bringing out his 
peroration with vigor and causing the 
audience to interrupt him frequently 
with applause. 

Always when there was applause the 
speaker raised his clenched fist over his 
head, as though to stop the hand-clap- 
ping, though the effect was to continue 
it. As he talked he dropped each page 
of his manuscript on the floor when 
he had finished reading it, until, finally, 
he was surrounded with a litter of 
paper. 

Belleves People Can Rule. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s speech in full fol- 
lows: 

‘The great fundamental issue now be- 
fore the Republican party and before 
our people can be stated briefly. It is: 
Are the American people fit to yvovern 
themselves, to rule ther.salves, to con- 
trol themselves? I belicia they are. 
My opponents do not. I believe in the 
right of the people to rule. i helleve 
that the majority of the plain people of 
the United States will, day in and day 
out, make fewer mistakes in govern- 
ing themselves than any smaller cluss 
or body of men, no matter what their 
training, will make in trying to xovern 
them. I believe, axain, that the Armer- 
ican people are, as a whole, capable 
of self-control and of learning by thei 
mistakes. Our opponents pay lip-loyal- 
ty to this doctrine; but they heir 
real beliefs by the way in they

Additional Miners Saved Makes 

a Total of 25 Taken to 
Surface. 





McCURTAIN, Ok., March 21.—Twenty- 
four men alive have been taken out of 
the Sans Bois mine, which was caved 
in on one of the lowest levels by an 
explosion of gas yesterday. The first 
batch of live miners to be rescued num- 
bered 11 and today 14 others were 
brought to the surface. 

Thirty-nine unrecognizable bodies 
have been taken out. Estimates place 
the number still in the mine at from 29 
to 53. 

Eleven of the 14 men rescued today 
were able to come out unassisted, but 
three were carried out. 

When the explosion occurred the 14 
were near the south thirteenth entry. 
They made their way to the roof, which 
is only 8 by 10 feet in size, where they 
found an air pump, about the top of 
which they crowded closely, changing 
positions frequently for the benefit of 
some weaker members of the party. 
They built a curtain at the entrance to 
exclude foul air and gas. 
The sound of tapping conveyed to the 
rescue party along the upright led to 
their discovery. 
The number of men at work at the 
time of the explosion Was between Y 
and 116. 
The exploration of the workings 
wrecked in yesterday’s explosion was 
resumed early today. During the night 75 
bodies, blackened and mutilated almost 
beyond recognition, were recovered, and 
additional bodies were discovered. 
This morning volunteers came from 
nearby mines and the rescue parties 
were more. systematically organized 
under the direction of mining experts 
from the Government station at McAl- 
ester. Before nightfall it is expected 
that practically every recess in the mine 
will be penetrated. 
In the opinion of Government experts 
and mine officials, those unaccounted for 
are dead and a special train which 
brought physicians and nurses from [ort 
Smith, Ark., returned. 
Five physicians remained with the 
hope that some of the imprisoned men 
might be found alive. 

Surveyors Entombed. 
Among those unaccounted for are 
members of a surveying party headed 
by W. D. Roper of Clio, S. C. Forty- 
three Americans were employed in the 
mine. 
The explosion occurred shortly after 9 
o'clock yesterday morning. Those on the 
surface heard a faint rumble and an 
earth tremor. When those nearest to the 


a cloud of dust and smoke came forth. 
Then came tense moments of waiting 
for those in the mine to emerge. 

Frank Fields, a miner, was the first 
to stagger out. He was walking in an 
entry and heard the explosion, he said. 
He jumped into a side room and later 
made his way to the mine opening. 

Nine other miners escaped through a 
“Man way."’ 

Eleven Are Saved. 

“A rope rider,”” who was coming 
the surface when the explosion occurred. 
was the eleventh man to escape. 

The first rescue party could proceed no 
further than the sixth level, because of 
the accumulation of debris.

Testimony bearing on E. G. Lewis’ 
mortgaging of real estate in University 
Heights was introduced at Thursday’s 
session of Lewis’ trial on a charge of 
using the mails to defraud.

ination Judge Shepard Barclay, counsel 
for Lewis, read a letter written to E. 
G. Lewis July 3, 1908, by W. J. Holbrook, 


a real estate promoter. This was an ap- 


praisement of five sections of Univer- 
sity Heights, three of which were im- 
proved. 

Holbrook, according to Radert’s inter- 
pretation of the letter, estimated that 
the property when all improved would 
be worth $2,029,000. 

Radert testified that a total of $333,- 
473.54 had been expended on the property 
at that time. Of this, $34,125.96 was for 
ornamental gateways. 

On redirect examination, District At- 
torney Houts asked Radert what the 
value of section 5 would have been after 
all improvement charges were deduced. 
Radert said the value would be $383,472, 
and that on Feb. 28, 1911, the notes out- 
standing against this property amounted 
to $534,324.90, or a mortgage excess of 
$150,852.94 over the valuation. 

ln the same way he said the three 
mortgages outstanding against section 
4 were £90,448.98 in excess of the value 
of the property. 

J. G. Cowie, 82 years old, of Burlin- 
game, Kan., testified that he invested 
$14,100 in Lewis’ various entérprises, and 
that, with the exception of 87% per cent 
of his $500 investment in the People’s 
United States Bank, he got back none 
of his principal. 

His investments mainly were in pre- 
ferred stock of the Lewis Publishing Co. 
and 6 per cent notes of the University 
Heights Realty and Development Co. 

In all, he said, he received abut $210 
interest on these investments. Of $1600 
in 7 per cent notes, only $750 were se- 
cured. He did not learn this, he said, 
until he came here for the trial. 

When he sent in money in payment 
for preferred stock of the Lewis Pub- 
lishing Co., he said, he would receive 
half the amount in stock and half in 
the 6 per cent notes of the University 
Heights Realty and Development Co. 
He said that from advertisements in the 
Lewis publications, he believed that all 
of these obligations were secured by the 
University Heights property with a val- 
uation alleged to be $36 a front foot.

An index finger with the first joint 
missing and the unusual coincidence that

trailing him for 18 months sat opposite 
him at a restaurant table, caused the 
arrest of Daniel Callahan Wednesday 
night in a restaurant near Union Sta- 
He is said by Federal authorities 
to be wanted for complicity in three 
diamond robberies aggregating $120,000 
and in the Bremen Postoffice robbery 
and other thefts of jewelry aggregating 
thousands of dollars. 


Callahan is suspected to be the leader 
of the gang which stole $100,000 worth of 
diamonds from Mrs. Maldwin Drum- 
mond’s stateroom on the Hamburg- 
American Line steamer Amerika in ‘Feb- 
1uary, 1911, and which bound and gagged 
two men and stole $10,000 worth of jewels 
from Edward Alberti’s store in Chicago 
in April, 1911. Mrs. Drummond, who was 
the widow of Marshall Field Jr. of 
Chicago, is the wife of a wealthy En- 
glishman. 

Callahan’s capture was the result of a 
pecullar chain of coincidences. 

Sits at Table With Quarry. 

Postoffice Inspector Bunsen arrived in 
St. Louis from Springfield, Mo., at 8 
p. m. Though he had been searching 
for Callahan, he had been to Spring- 
field on another missfon and had no 
reason to believe Callahan was in this 
part of the country. Bunsen went 
to a restaurant across from _ the 
station for dinner. Two men sat op- 
posite him at the table. He paid no 
particular attention to them at first. 

One of the men raised his napkin to 
his lips and Bunsen noticed that the 
first joint of the index finger was miss- 
ing. Callahan had this deformity. Look- 
ing closer at the man who sat opposite, 
Bunsen saw a resemblance to  photo- 
graphs of Callahan in the possession of 
the Postoffice Department. 

Bunsen finished his meal and leisurely 
left the restaurant. Once outside he 
hurried across the street and called De- 
tective Dave O’Brien of the Union Sta- 
tion squad. 

With O’Brien he returned to the res- 
taurant and ordered the arrest of the 
two men, who were just finishing their 
meal. 

The man identified as Callahan turned 
to his companion and said: ‘‘Damn you 
and your fried eggs!’’ 

From subsequent 
tween the prisoners it appeared that 
they had intended to pass through St. 
Louis, but that Callahan’s companion 
had insisted on stopping over, so he 
could have a méal of fried eggs. They 
eutered the restaurant only a few. min- 
utes before Bunsen. 

Admits He Is Callahan, 

Callahan at first denied his identity. 
At police headquarters he said he was 
George Willis, a clerk, of 3518 Olive 
street. His companion gave his name as 
Charles F. Miller and said he had just 
come from Kansas City. 

Detectives Kaiser and McCarthy 
Thursday obtained from the Postoffice 
original of the photo- 
graph of Callahan which was printed 
on the circulars asking his arrest.

Decision is Third Against Wom- 
an Posing as Manufacturer’s 
Widow in Will Contest. 


Mrs. Mary. Almeda lLeafgreen’s suit 
for a dower interest in the $600,000 es- 
tate of Laclede J. Howard was lost in 
the Missouri Supreme Court Thursday. 
This is the third defeat for Mrs. Leaf- 
green, whose claim previously was over- 
ruled in the St. Louis Probate and Cir- 
cuit courts. 

Howard, a fire brick manufacturer, 
died in 19038, and Mrs. Leafgreen based 
her suit on the allegation that 20 ‘years 
before, representing himself as Charlie 
Howard, a cigar maker, he had married 
her in Decatur, Ill. Novel testimony 
was introduced by both sides in the con- 
test, one feature being the assertion of 
Thomas Miller, Mayor of Tumwater, 
Wash., that he was the Charlie Howard 
whom the woman married. 

As. a result of the suit, the Mayor of 
Tumwater filed suit for divorce against 
Mrs. Leafgreen. 

Defect in Ear Cited, 

Mrs, Leafgreen said the man she mar- 
ried had a defective right ear, a piece 
having been cut from the top of it. It 
was principally through this defect, she 
said, that she recognized Laclede J. 
Howard, when she met him on a St. 
Louis street car a few months before 
his death, as her former husband. 

Mrs. Josephine Thiele of St. Louis 
traveled to Tumwater to identify Miller 
as the Charlie Howard whom she had 
known as Mrs. Leafgreen’s husband. 

Against her claim was introduced the 
license for her marriage to Henry E. 
Drennan two years after the time when, 
she said, she married Charlie Howard. 
In the application for the Drennan li- 
cense the woman gave her name as 
Mary Moore and said she had not been 
married before. 

Probate Judge Crews, deciding against 
Mrs. Leafgreen’s claim Jan. 13, 1906, de- 
clared from the bench that the claim 
was not prosecuted in good faith, thet 
it was founded on flimsy pretexts, and 
Was ‘‘an unwarranted assault on the 
estate and on the good name of an in- 
nocent child.”’ 

Taken Up on Appeal. 

Judge Kinsey upheld his decision, aft- 
er hearing an appeal, and the appeal! 
was then taken to the Supreme Court. 

Frances Marion Howard, now 19 years 
old, is the sole heir to the Howard es- 
tate, Mrs. Howard having died soon 
after her husband. 

Mrs. Leafgreen’s lawyer, John J. 
O’Connor, said at the time of Judge 
Kinsey’s ruling that, if defeated in the 
fupreme Court, he would try to take 
the case into the United States courts. 
He said that the admission of Miller’s 
divorce petition in evidence would bring 
the case under the Federal courts’ juris- 
diction.

“T have stated that the courts of the 
several states—not always, but often— 


) have construed the ‘due process’ clause 


of the state constitutions as if it pro- 
hibited the whole people of the State 
from adopting methods of regulating the 
use of property so that human life, par- 
ticularly the lives of the workingmen, 
shall be safer, freer and happier. No 
one can successfully impeach this state- 
ment. I have insisted that the true 
construction of ‘due process’ ig that 
pronounced by Justice Holmes in deliv- 
ering the unanimous opinion of the 
Supreme Court of the 
when he said: 

“The police power extends to all the 
great public needs. It may be put forth 
in aid of what is sanctioned by usage, 
or held by the prevailing morality or 
strong and preponderant opinion to be 
greatly and immediately necessary to the 
public welfare.’ 

“I insist that the decision of the New 
York Court of Appeals in the Ives case, 
which set aside the will of the majority 
of the people as to the cumpensation of 
injured workmen in dangerous trades, 
was intolerable and based on a wrong 
political philosophy. I urge that in such 
cases where the courts construe the due 
exclusion of human rights, had a first 
mortgage on the Constitution, the people 
may, after sober deliberation, vote, and 
finally determine whether the law which 
the court set aside shall be valid or not. 
By this method can be clearly and final- 
ly ascertained the preponderant opinion 
of the people which Justice Holmes 
makes the test of due process in the 
case of laws enacted in the exercise of 
the police power. The ordinary methods 
now in vogue of amending the Constitu- 
tion have in actual practice proved 
wholly inadequate to secure justice in 
such cases with reasonable speed, and 
cause intolerable delay and injustice, 
and those who stand against the changes 
I propose are champions of wrong and 
injustice, and of tyranny by the wealthy 
and the strong over the weak and the 
helpless. 

Tells His Plan in Detail. 

“So that no man may misunderstand 
me, let me recapitulate: 

“(1) I am not proposing anything in 
connection with the Supreme Court of 
the United States, or with the Federal 
Constitution. 

(2) I am not proposing anything hav- 
ing any connection with ordinary suits, 
civil or criminal, as between individuals. 

““(3) I am not speaking of the recall of 
judges. 

““(4) I am proposing merely that in a 
certain class of cases involving the po- 
lice power, when a State court has set 
aside as unconstitutional a law passed 
by the Legislature for the general wel- 
fare, the question of the validity of the 
law—which should depend, as Justice 
Holmes so well phrases it, upon the 


‘prevailing morality or preponderant opin- 


ion—be submitted for final determination 
to a vote of the people, taken after due 
time for consideration. And 1 contend 
that the people, in the nature of things, 
must be better judges of what is the 
preponderant opinion than the courts, 
and that the courts should not be al- 
lowed to reverse the political philosophy 
of the people. My point is well illus- 
trated by a recent decision of the Su- 
preme Court, holding that the Court 
would not take jurisdiction of a case 
involving the constitutionality of the 
initiative and referendum laws of Ore- 
gon. The ground of the decision was 
that such a question was not judicial in 
its nature, but should be left for deter- 
mination to the other co-ordinate de- 
partments of the Government. Is it not 
equally plain that the question whether 
a given social policy is for the public 
good is not of a, judicial nature, but 
should be settled by the Legislature, or 
in the final instance by the people them- 
selves?

He says that it ‘is utterly without mer-

With reasonable rapidity) would make 
such amendment and interpretation ‘‘de- 
pend on the feverish, uncertain, and un- 
stable determination of successive votes 
on different laws by temporary and 
changing majorities;’ and that ‘it lays 
the ax at the foot of the tree of well- 
ordered freedom, and subjects the 
guarantees of life, liberty and _  prop- 
erty without remedy to the fitful im- 
pulse of a temporary majorit; of an 
electorate.’ 


“This criticism ig really less a crit- 
icism of my proposal than a criticism 
of all poular government. It is wholly 
unfounded, unless it is founded on 
the belief that the people are funda- 
mentally untrustworthy, If the Su- 
preme Court's definition of due process 
in relation to the police power is sound, 
then an act of the Legislature to pro- 
mote the collective interests of the 
community must be valid, if it em- 
bodies a policy held by the prevailing 
morality or a preponderant opinion to 
be necessary to the public welfare. This 
is the question that I propose to submit 
to the people. How can the prevailing 
morality or a preponderant opinion be 
better and more exactly ascertained 
than by a vote of the people? The 
people must know better than the court 
what their own morality and their own 
opinion is. I ask that you, here, you 
and the others like you, you the people, 
be given the chance to state your own 
views of justice and public morality, and 
not sit meekly by and have your views 
announced for you by well-meaning ad- 
herents ef outworn philosophies, who ex- 
alt the pedantry of formulas above the 
vital needs of human life.

What is the 1 

of this system of judicial nullift 

It was accurately stated by Court

As Lincoln announced of 
the Dred Scott decision in his de- 
bates with Douglas: ‘Somebody has 
to reverse that decision, since it is 
made, and we mean to reverse it, and 
we mean to do it peaceably.

the rights of the people as a whole. 
This doctrine is to me a dreadful 
doctrine; for its effect is, and can 
only be, to make the courts the shield 
of privilege against popular rights, 
Naturally, every upholder and bene- 
ficiary of crooked privilege loudly 
applauds the doctrine. It is behind 
the shield of that doctrine that 


and judicially 
under our republican government are 











crooked clauses creep into laws, that 
men of wealth an power control 
legislation. The men of wealth who 
praise this doctrine, this’ theory, 
would do well to remember that to 
jits adoption by the courts is due the 
distrust so many of our wage-work- 
ers now feel for the courts. I deny 
that the theory has worked so well 
that we should continue it: I most 
earnestly urge that the evils and 
abuses it has produced cry aloud for 
remedy; and the only remedy is in 
fact to restore the power to govern 
directly to the people, and to make 
the public servant directly responsi- 
ble to the whole people—and to no 
part of tiem, to no “class” of them. 

“Mr. Taft is very much afraid 
the tyranny .of majorities. For 
years here in New York State, 
our efforts to get social and indus- 
trial justice, we have suffered from 
the tyranny of a small minority. We 
have been denied, now by one court, 
now by another, as in the bakeshop 
case, where the courts set aside the 
law limiting the hours of labor in 
bakeries—the ‘due rocess’ clause 
again—as in the workmen’s compen- 
sation act, as in the .enement-house 
cigar factory case—in all these and 
many other cases we have been de- 
nied by small minorities, by a few 
worthy men of wrong political phil- 
osophy on the bench, the right to 
protect our people in their lives, their 
liberty, and their pursuit of happi- 
ness. As for ‘consistency’—why, the 
record of the courts, in such a case 
as the income tax for instance, ig 
so full of inconsistencies as to make 
the fear expressed of ‘inconsistency’ 
ee the part of the people seem child- 
sh. 

“Well-meaning, short-sighted per- 
sons have held up their hands in hor- 
ror at my proposal to allow the _ peo- 
ple themselves to construe the Con- 


‘the fitful impulse of a temporary 
majority?’ 

“Remember, I am not discussing 
the recall of judges—although I wish 
it distinctly understood that the re- 
call ig a mere piece of machinery 
to take the place of the unworkable 
impeachment which Mr. Taft in ef- 
fect defends, and that if the days of 
Maynard ever came back again in 
the State of New York I sholuld fa- 
vor it. I have no wish to come to 
it; but for our opponents, when they 
object to all efforts to secure real 
justice from the courts, are strength- 
ening the hands of those who de- 
mand the recall. In a@ great many 
states there has been for many years 
a real recall of judges as regards ap- 
pointments, promotions, reappoint- 
ments and re-elections; and this re- 
call was through the_ turn 
thumbscrew at the end of a 
distance rod in the hands 
interests. I believe that a just judge 
would feel far safer in the hands of 
the people than in the hands of those 
interests. 

Stands on Columbus Speech, 

“T stand on the Columbus speech. 
The principles there asserted are not 
new. but I believe that they are nec- 
essary to the maintenance of tree 
democratic government. The part of 
my speech in which I advocated the 
right of the people to be the fina! ar- 
biters of what is due process of law 
in the case of statutes enacted for 
the general welfare will ultimately, I 
am confident, be recognized as giving 
strength and support to the courts 
instead of being revolutionary and 
subversive. The courts today owe 
the country no greater or clearer 
duty than to keep their hands off 
suc statutes when they have any 
reasonably permissible relation to the 
public good. In the past the courts 
have often failed to perform this 


less free to correct the evils that 
press them than are the ple of the 
monarchies of Europe. o any Man 
with vision, to any tnan with broad and 
real social sympathies, to any man who 
believes with all his heart in thig great 
Gemocratic republic of ours, such @ con- 
dition is intolerable.

ampbell, in a public speech in New 
Hampshire, in opposing the proposi- 
tion to give the people real and effec- 
tive control over all their servants, 
including the judges, stated that this 
was equivalent to allowing an appeal 
from the umpire to the bleachers. 
Doubtless Congressman Campbell was 
not himself aware of the cynical 
truthfulness with which he was put- 
ting the real attitude of those for 
whom he spoke, But it unquestionably 
is their real attitude. Mr. Campbell's 
conception of the part the American 

eople should play in self-government 
s that they should sit on the bleach- 
ers and pay the price of admission, 
but should have nothing to say as 
to the contest which is waged in the 
arena by the professional politicians. 
Apparently Mr. Campbell ignores the 
fact that the American people are not 
mere onlookers at a game that they 
have a vital stake in the contest, and 
that democracy means nothing unless 
they are able and willing to show 
that they are their own masters.

Taft says that the judiciary ought not 
to be ‘representative’ of the people in 
the sense that the Legislature and the 
Executive are. This is perfectly true of 
the Judge when he is performing merely 
the ordinary functions of a judge in 
suits between man and man. It is not 
true of the Judge engaged in inter- 
preting, for instarice, the due process 
clause—where the Judge is ascertain- 
ing the preponderant opinion of the 
people (as Judge Holmes states it). 
When he exercises that function he has 
no right to let his political philosophy 
reverse and thwart the will of the Mma- 
jority. In that function the Judge must 
represent the people or he fails in the 
test the Supreme Court has laid down. 
Take the workmeén’s compensation act 
here in New York. The legislators gave 
us a law in the interest of humanity 
and decency and fair dealing. In _ so 
doing they represented the people and 
represented them well. Several judges 
declared that law constitutional in our 
State, and several courts in other states 
declared similar laws constitutional, and 
the Supreme Court of the nation de- 
clated a similar law affecting men in 
interstate business constitutional; but 
the highest court in the State of New 
York, the Court of Appeals, declared 
that we, the people of New York, could 
not have such a law. I hold that in 
this case the legislators and the judges 
alike occupied representative positions; 
the difference was merely that the for- 
mer represented us well and the latter 
represented us ill. Remember that the 
legislators promised that law, and were 
returned by the people partly in conse- 
quence of such promise. That judgment 
of the people should not have been set 
aside unless it were irrational. Yet in 
the Ives case the New York Court of 
Appeals praised the policy of the law 
and the end it sought to obtain, and 
then declared that the people lacked 
power to do justice! 

“Mr. Taft again and again, in quo- 
tations I have given and elsewhere 
through his speech, expresses his dis- 
belief in the people when they vote 
at the polls. In one sentence he says 
that the proposition gives ‘powerful ef- 
fect to the momentary impulse of a 
majority of an electorate and prepares 
the way for the possible exercise of the 
grossest tyranny.’ Elsewhere he speaks 
of the ‘feverish uncertainty’ and ‘un- 
stable determination’ of laws by ‘tem- 
porary and changing majorities,’ and 
again he says that the system I pro- 
pose ‘would result in suspension or ap- 
plication of constitutional guarantees 
according to popular whim,’ which would 
destroy ‘all possible consistency’ in con- 
stitutional interpretation. I should much 
like to know the exact distinction that 
is to be made between what Mr. Taft 


calls ‘the fitful impulse of a temporary 


majority’ when applied to a_ question 
such as that I raise and any other ques- 
tions. 

“Remember that under my proposal 
to review a rule of decision by popular 
vote, amending or construing, to that 
extent, the Constitution, would cer. 
tainly take at least two years from 
the time of the election of the Legis. 
lature which passed the act. Now, 
only four months elapse between the 
nomination and the election of a man 
as President, to fill for four years the 
most important office in the land. Iy 
one of Mr. Taft’s speeches he spenks 
ef ‘the voice of the people as comi 
next to the voice of God.’ Apparently, 
then, the decision of the people about 
the presidency, after four months’ de- 
liberation, is to be treated as ‘next to 
the voice of God,’ but if after two 
years of sober thought, they decide 
that women and children shall be pro- 
teeted in industry, or men protected 
from excessive hours of labor under 
unhysienic conditions, or wage-work. 
ers compensated when they lose life 
or limb in the service of others, then 
their decision forthwith becomes 
‘whim’ and ‘feverish’ and ‘unstable’ 
and an exercise of ‘the grossest tyr. 
anny’ and the ‘laying of the ax to the 
foot of the tree of freedom.’ It seema 
abeurd to speak of & conclusion 
reached by the people after two 
years’ deliberation, after threshing

stitution which they themselves 
made. Yet this is precisely what the 
Association of the Bar of the city of 
New York proposed to do in the con- 
current resolution which was intro- 
duced at their request into our Legis- 
lature on Jan. 16 last, proposing to 
amend the State Constitution by a 
section reading as follows: ‘Nothing 
contained in this Constitution shal] 
be construed to limit the powers of 
the Legislature to enact laws’ such 
a3 the workmen’s compensation act. 
In other words ,the New York Bar 
Association is proposing to appeal to 
the people to construe the Constitu- 
tion in such a way*tas will directly re- 
verse the court. They are proposing 
to appeal from the highest court of 
the State to the people. That is just 
what I propose to do; the difference 
is only one of method, not of purpose; 
my method will give better results, 
and will give them more quickly. The 
bar association by its action adnfts 
that the court was wrong, and sets 
SR = ma 
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duty, and their failure is the chief 
cause of whatever dissatisfaction 
there is with the working of our ju- 
dicial system. One who seeks to pre- 
vent the irrevocable commission of 
such mistakes in the ‘future may 
justly claim to be regarded as aim- 
ing to preserve and not to destroy 
the independence and power of (Ba 
judiciary. 

“My remedy its not the result of a 
library study of constitutional law, but 
of actual and long-continued experience 
in the use of governmental power to re- 
dress social and industrial evils. Again 
and again earnest workers for social jus- 
tice have said to me that the most seri- 
ous obstacles that they have encoun- 
tered during the many years that they 
have been trying to save American wom- 
en and children from destruction in 
American industry have been the courts. 
That is the judgment of almost all the 
social workers I know, and of dozens of 
parish priests and clergymen, and of 
every executive and legislator who has 
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ass of 

who 
are above the people, who cannot be 
reached by the people, but who gov- 
ern them and ought to govern them; 
and who protect various classes of 
the people from the whole people. 

Calls Doctrine Dreadful One. 

That is the old, old doctrine which 
(has been acted upon for thousands 
of years abroad; and which here in 
America has been acted upon some- 
times openly, sometimes secretly, 
for 40 years by many men in publie 
and in private life, and I am sorry to 
say by many judges; a doctrine which 
has in fact tended to create a bul-

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Continued From Page Four. ! erty’ meant freedom from persona} re 
ae m.%4 istraint, or, in other words, from impris- 
onment in its large definition. About 1870 
our courts began to attach to these 
‘terms new meanings. Now ‘property’ 
thas come to mean every right of value 
which a person could enjoy, and ‘lib- 
erty’ has been made to fnclude the right 
to make contracts. As a result, when 
the State limits the hours for which 
women may labor, it is told by the 
courts that this law deprives them of 
their ‘liberty;’ and when it restricts the 
manufacture of tobacco in a tenement, 
it is told that the law deprives the land- 
lord of his ‘property.’ Now I do not te- 
lieve that any people, and especially 
our free American people, will long con- 
sent that the term ‘liberty’ shall be de- 
fined for them by a bench of judges. 
Every people has defined that term for 
itself in the course of its historic de- 
‘velopment. Of course it is plain enough 
to see that, in a large way, the litical 
shistory of man may be group about 
these three terms, ‘life, Wberty, and 
prosperity.’ There is no act of govern- 
ment which cannot be brought within 
their definition, and if the courts are to 
cease to treat them as words having 
a limited, specific meaning, then our 
whole government is brought under the 
practically irresponsible supervision of 
judges. As against that kind of a gov- 
ernment I insist that the people have 
the right, and can be trusted, to govern 
themselves. This our opponents deny; 
and the issue is sharply drawn between 
us.

Any one who has been asked to draft 
specific amendments to State constitu- 
tions will hesitate to condemn, without 
serious consideration, the suggestion 
made by Col. Roosevelt. To take a con- 
crete instance: The New York Court of 
Appeals declared the workmen’s com- 

nsation act, passed by the New York 

egislature, unconstitutional, as depriv- 
ing in its operation the employer of his 
property without due process of law. 
number of amendments to the New York 
Constitution, designed to validate a 
compensation act, has been drafted, and 
it is not unlikely that one of them will 
be adopted. Personally, one or more of 
these amendments having been shown 
to me, I cannot but fee] that constitu- 
tional amendments, designed to meet 
particular cases, run the danger of bhe- 
ing so worded as to produce far-reach- 
ing results not anticipated or desired 
by the people. Col. Roosevelt's sugges- 
tion avoids this difficulty and danger. 
If a persistent majority of the people of 
New York State want a workmen’s 
compensation act, they should have it. 
But, in order to obtain it, they should 
not be driven to pass an amendment to 
their State Constitution, which may 
have effects which they do not antici- 
pate or desire. Let them pass on the 
act, as passed by the Legislature, after 
a full knowledge that their highest court 
has unanimously expressed its opinion 
that the act is contrary to the Consti- 
tution which the people at the prior 
election have declared to be their fun- 
damental law.

“But the beneficiaries of privilege, 
the Bourbon reactionaries, the short- 
sighted ultra-conservatives, turned 
down Turgot; and then found that in- 
stead of him they had obtained 
tobespierre. They gained 20 years’ 
freedom from all restraint and re- 
form, at the cost of the whirlwind of 
the red terror; and in their turn the 
unbridled extremists of the terror in- 
duced a blind reaction: and so, with 
convulsion and oscillation from one 
extreme to another, with alternations 
of violent radicalism and violent 
Bourbonism, the French people went 
through misery towards a shattered 
goal. May we profit by the experi- 
ences of our brother republics across 
the water, and go forward steadily, 
avoiding all wild extremes; and may 
our ultra-conservatives remember 
that the rule of the Bourbons brought 
on the Revolution, and may our would-be 
revolutionaries remember that no 
Bourbon was ever such a danger- 
ous enemy of the people and of free- 
dom as the professed friend of both, 
Robespierre. There is no danger of 
a revolution in this country; but there 
iS grave discontent and unrest, and 
in order to remove them there is 
need of all the wisdom and probity 
and deep-seated faith in the purpose 
to uplift humanity, we have at our 
command. 

“Friends, our task as Americans is 
to strive for social and industrial jus- 
tice, achieved through the genuine 
rule of the people. This is our end, 
our purpose, The methods for achiev- 
ing the end are merely expedients, 
to be finally accepted or rejected ac- 
cording as actual experience shows 
that they work well or ill. But in 
cur hearts we must have this lofty 
purpose, and we must strive for 
it in all earnestness and sincerity, 
or our work will come to nothing. 
In order to succeed we need lead- 
ers of inspired idealism, leaders 
to whom are granted great visions, 
who dream gzreatliv and strive 
to make their dreams ceme true; 
who can kindle the people with the 
fire from their own burning souls. 
The leader for the time being, who- 
ever he may be, is but an instrument, 
to be used until broken and then to 
be cast aside; and if he is worth his 
salt he will care no more when he is 
broken than a soldier eares when he 
is sent where his life is forfeit in 
order that the victory may be won. 

“It Is the Cause of Mankind.” 

“In the long fight for righteousness 
the watchword for all of us is spend 
and be spent. It is of little matter 
whether any one man fails or suc- 
ceeds: but the cause shall not fail, 
for it is the cause of mankind. We, 
here in America, hold in our hands 
the hope of the world, the fate of the 
coming years; and shame and dis- 
grace will be ours if in our eyes the 
light of high resolve is dimmed, if we 
trail in the dust the golden hopes of 
men. If on this new continent we 
merely build another country of great 
but unjustly divided material pros- 
perity, we shall have done nothing; 
and we shall do as little if we merely 
sei the greed of envy against the 
greed of arrogance, and thereby de- 
stroy the material well-being of all 
of us. 

“To turn this Government either 
into government by a plutocracy or 
government by a mob would be to re- 
peat on a larger scale the lamentable 
failures of the world that is dead. 
We stand against all tyranny, by the 
few or by the many. We stand for 
the rule of the many in the interest 
of all of us, for the rule of the many 
in a spirit of courage, of common 
sense, of high purpose, above all ina 
spirit of kindly justice toward every

History of Case. 

Houston was the representative from 
Cass County in the Forty-third and For- 
ty-fourth general assemblies of Missouri, 
In the Forty-fourth.

N “The Merchant of Venice,’’ which 
was the Sothern-Marlowe offering 
at the Shubert on Wednesday even- 
ing, the Shylock played by Mr. Sothern 
constituted such a convincing proof of 
his growth in artistic stature that even 
his most ardent admirers shold have 
been more than satisfied. 


When this earnest and nobly animated 
actor first essayed the role of the 
vengeance-seeking monmey-lender of the 
Rialto some two or three seasons ago 
his admirable achievement caused me to 
readjust my estimate of his powers and 
confront the future with a sure be- 
lief that the biggest days of his stage 
career were then just dawning. 

Again on Wednesday night his Shy- 
lock brought a conviction of masterful 
workmanship, so properly dominating 
the scenes through which it moved 
that one could not justly deny its 
genuine values as a great stage creation. 
More firmly drawn together than at 
first, with many new touches of shrewd 
and vital art enhancing its legitimate 
appeal to the dramatic imagimation, the 
portrait of Shakspeare’s Jew as now 
submitted by Mr. Sothern is of the sur- 
est etching, faithful and skillfully ef- 
fective in its every stroke. 

Much of the savagely fierce cartoon- 
picturing of Shylock, born of racial 
hatred in earlier days, that used to 
prevail in the playing of the role, is 
lacking in the Sothern painting, and, 
in its place, there comes into evidence a 
certain dignity of realization which adds 
vastly to a modern conception of the 
character. 

This new method of drawing begins 
to make itself felt almost at the first 
moment of Shylock’s emergence upon the 
stage and initial encounter with Bas-j; 
sanio, seeking the loan of 3000 ducats, 
ror which his friend Antonio is to be 
the surety. Even in the cunning and 
greed of Shylock as then presented 
there is a redeeming touch of tribal ma- 
jesty, as dramatically picturesque as it 
is faithful, and this note of inherent 
majesty, first sounded in the proud out- 
cry of the Jew against the scorn of the 
Gentile for his ancient race, soon be- 
comes the dominant note of the per- 
formance, It makes intelligible a cer- 
tain splendid beauty in the Shylock 
lines that else must be utterly despoiled 
of significance by a distorted surface- 
reading which quenches absolutely the | 
poetic illumination of the part. 

With this later ideal of Shylock Kept 
steadiiy betere his vision, however, Mr. 
Sothern moves with a truly overwhelm- 
ing convincingness through the play’s 
story to a denouement that used to

IRON ORE FOUND 
IN PENNSYLVANIA 


Immense Deposit Said to Be in 
: Blue Ridge Mountains at Door 
| of Iron Industries. 





|GEOLOGIST MAKES FIND 

Hunting Coal Vein When He 

| Comes Across What He De- 
clares Is Mother Lode. 








NEW YORK, March 21.—The Sun to- 
day prints the following special dispatch 
from Pittsburg: sf 

“An immense deposit of highest grade 
iron ore, conservatively estimated ‘at 
more than a billion tons, has been found 
in the heart of Pennsylvania. 

“The mother igfe of red hematite ore 
which scientists for many years have 
believed lay somewhere in Southern 
Pennsylvania has been found almost at 
the door of the largest steel- and iron 
industries in the world. 

‘It is said by geologists and engi- 
neers who have made investigation that 
it is the most startling discovery since 
the discovery of gold in 1849, and is 
destined to mark a new era in the steel 
and iron industry of this country. 

; In Blue Ridge Mountains. 
| “The ore in Ayr Township, Fulton 
in three spurs of the Blue 
Ridge Mountains, known as Meadow 
Ground Mountains, Lowry’s Knob and 
Dickie Mountain, is 100 miles from Bal- 
timore, 200 miles from Philadelphia and 
240 miles by rail from Pittsburg. 
' “The most remarkable thing. about it 
is the fact that there are three kinds 
of ore, red hematite, estimated at more 
than 260,000,000 tons; brown hematite in 
about the same quantity, and-carbonate 
of iron to the extent of more than half 
a billion tons. 

‘‘Near by are immense deposits of the 
best limestone and plenty of water, so 
that everything for the manufacture of 
iron is on the ground except coal, and 
it is only a few miles distant. 

“J. N. Crossiand of New Florence, 
Pa., a mining engineer and geologist of 
30 years’ experience, was led to enter 
Fulton County last fall in the hope that 
he might be able to find an extension of 
the Broad Top coal vein and when pros. 
pecting he came across a strange geo-

Thousand Names on Petition. 

Missourt makes the thirty-sixth state 
organization to affiliate with the na- 
tional movement, including that of the 
District of Columbia. Mrs. Frederic 
Schoff, the national president, received 
Missouri's petition for membership, 
signed by 1000 persons, through the mail 
Wednesday. 

The St. Louis members were felicitated 
upon the strength of the movement in 
Missouri when they met the other dele- 
gates and officers at a reception at the 
The 
affair was well attended. 


Suffrage Is Discussed. 
A mention of women’s suffrage in the 
evening started several informal discus- 
sions among the women. Each was 
careful to say, however, that she spoke 
as an individual and not as a member 
of the congress. Mrs. Schoff, who is an 
oppenent of women’s suffrage, said that 
the congress had nothing to do with the 
cuestion and would no more think of 
givirg it a place in its discussion than it 
would aiscuss religious dogmas or polit- 
ical Guestions. ¢ 
Reporters for the Post-Dispatch inter- 
viewed about forty leading women in the 
congress as to their suffrage views. Less 
than half of them admitted they favored 
the ballot for women. 
Mrs. Schoff, president of the Congress, 
mother of seven children and a grand- 
mother as well, was outspoken in her 
personal views. ‘I believe there are as 
many good men as there are good wom- 
en,” she said. ‘‘Each has his own sphere 
in which to work. A woman’s chief care 
should be for her children and the com- 
fort of her husband and family. When 
she does this I think she will have done 
her fair share of the work and needn’t 
go looking for other duties.’’ 


In Favor of Using Ballot. 
Dr. Lindsay-Wynkoop, a leading mem- 
ber of the Chicago Political Equality 
League, was as enthusiastic in her pro- 
suffrage belief. She said that arming 
the women with the ballot would insure 
beneficial child labor laws and throw 
additional protection around the home. 
In this view Miss Jennie Hildebrandt 
concurred. 
- Other St. Louis members proved to be 
anti-suffragists. Mrs. H. McPherson 
I.yles said she believes that a woman’s 
first duty is to her home and when she 
has done that she will not have time to 
get into politics. 
Mrs. Minette Slayback Carper of Mem- 
phis, Tenn., announced that she favored 
woman’s suffrage because she believes 
women would vote more intelligently 
than men. 

Demand of Justice. 

Mrs. Orville T. Bright of Chicago said 
justice demands that the women have 
a vote; that at present they have less 
voice in the nation’s affairs than thou- 
sands of persons naturalized after a 
brief residence in this country. Mrs. 
Henry Fairback of St. Louis believes 
in votes for women on the. theory that 
taxation without representation is ty- 
ranny. Mrs. R. C. Rombaur believes if 
wemen could vote they would improve 
the schools and make them social cen- 
ters. 
Of 30 other women whose views wore 
sought, 15 refused to commit themselves, 
eight said they opposed suffrage and 
seven said they favored it.

GYPSIES HOPEFUL 
UF RECOVERING 
$10,000 TREASURE 


Chief Tells How Suspect Once 
Before Was Caught When 
Foreign Coin Was Shown. 











40 LIVE IN FOUR ROOMS 





Two Who Took What They 
Could Grab of Stolen Gold 
Held for Investigation. 





Members of Melish Vlido’s Servian 
gypsy tribe, of all ages, swarmed about 
a legless table-top in his room at 1525 
O’Fallon street Thursday morning and 
grabbed food from a common dish in 
much the same way that five men in a 
saloon some thirty hours before scram- 
bled for the jingling gold coins of many 
nations, thrown on the saloon floor by 
the men who stole the $10,000 treasure 
from beneath Vlido’s bed. 

Forty members of the tribe live in four 
rooms at the O'Fallon street house, 
which has been their winter quarters. 
Viido is chief. 

As they ate the gypsies talked eagerly 
of the prospect of getting back the 
money, the tribe’s’ treasure. Melish 
Vlido encouraged the others to believe 
most of the money would be returned, 
saying the foreign coins would be recog- 
nized as soon as anyone tried to spend 
them or get them changed. 


Another Caught That Way. 

“It was that way,’’ said gypsy chief, 
“that Joe Nicholas was caught when 
he stole gold from the tribe in Chicago. 
He tried to get the money changed, and 
soon the police had him. He was pa- 
roled, and came here. We thought he 
would know better than to try it again.”’ 

Joe Nicholas is the youth who is 
named by William Powers and Ben 
Shaw as having carried the bags of gol: 
into the saloon and emptied them on 
the floor. He is believed to have gone 
to Cincinnati on an early train, soen 
after the robbery, but requests on Cin- 
cinnati and intermediate points for his 
arrest Wednesday brought no result. 

Joe Nicholas lived in a shed in the 
rear of the house, Where the tribe dwelt. 
He was sent out of the house a few 
nights ago, being told that there was 
no room for him in the densely peopled 
apartments. 

Took What They Could Get: 

Powers and Shaw, who admit having 
taken what they could get of the gold in 
the saloon scramble, deny having known 
where the money came from. They are 
held for investigation. 

They said another youth was with 
young Nicholas, and gave the police in- 
formation as to his usual whereabouts.

A NEGLECTED REFORM. 

Nearly two years ago the Municipal Assembly 
by ordinance provided for the collection of 
ashes by the city. It is a good ordinance. Un- 
der the system which compels each householder 
to dispose of his ashes we get bad service at a 
maximum cost. Ashes are carelessly handled by 
private contract and are dumped in the most 
convenient spot. They are scattered over the 
streets and alleys. Municipal removal of gar- 
bage was a great advance over the contract 
system. 

It was estimated that municipal collection of 
ashes would cost about $150,000, which is far 
less than the cost of the present inadequate col- 
lection. 

But the ash ordinance has never been put into 
effect. No appropriation has been made for the 
purpose. The city now has a surplus. Condi- 
tions are opportune for giving effect to the new 
system. An appropriation for the purpose should 
be embodied we the budget.

THE ROOSEVELT PANACEA. 

In his able defense of his proposal for the 

popular revisal of judicial decisions, Col. Roose- 
velt deftly states the issue thus: 


Are the American people fit to govern 
themselves, to rule themselves, to control 
themselves? 


Of course, the answer is yes. No one denies 
that the American people are fit to govern them- 
Selves. Having thus squared his proposal with 
a fundamental American principle and obtained 
unanimous consent for his major premise, the 
Colonel proceeds to enumerate all the evils that 
have crept into our government as the things 
he is trying to correct and to exhibit his own 
proposal as the sole available remedy. He arrays 
all of his opponents as the defenders of existing 
evils and hails himself as the sole champion of 
reform and the custodian of the welfare of man- 
kind. 

All who oppose Col. Roosevelt’s plan are allied 
with the plutocracy which has taken possession 
of the Government to protect the interest of 
the privileged few against the interests of the 
many. 

Col. Roosevelt carefully avoids the real issue, 
which is not whether the American people are 
fit to govern themselves, or whether the evils of 
government shall be destroyed, or whether the 
delays and defeats of justice under present modes 
of legal procedure shall continue, but how the 
American people shall govern themselves, how 
they shall destroy governmental evils, how they 
shall remedy the defects of our legal practice 
and procedure. 

Col. Roosevelt ignores the great battle that 
has been waged against evils in government; he 
ignores the almost universal condemnation of the 
defects of the existing system of legal procedure 
and the proposals for their correction. He even 
ignores the fact that he himself accomplished 
important reforms under the representative sys- 
tem without recourse to his new panacea. 

He attacks Mr. Taft ingloriously as a defender 
of government by the favored few and an enemy 
of popular government, but he carefully ignores 
Mr. Taft’s campaign for the constitutional re- 
form of legal procedure. 

But, perhaps, the most interesting feature of 
Col. Roosevelt’s defense is his second-thought 
modification of his program. Instead of a sweep- 
ing demand for the recall of judges and popular 
reviews of judicial decisions, he thrusts aside the 
recall of judges as something that might be use- 
ful in some States; he carefully defines his recall 
of judicial decisions as a referendum of certain 
State laws representing the beneficial exercise of 
the police power for the public welfare, which 
the courts may hold to be technically at variance 
with constitutional provisions. The referendum 
is to be applied under safeguards to extreme 
cases in which the constitutional inhibition de- 
lays legislation clearly in the interest of the 
people. 

Col. Roosevelt submits a plausible argument 
for this modified panacea. It may be admitted 
that the checks of constitutional, representative 
government delay good measures as they delay 
and defeat bad measures. Their object is delay 
that the people may have time to deliberate and 
to sift the good from the bad. But because oc- 
easionally good measures are delayed shall we 
break down the safeguards of the constitution?! 
Shall we abolish representative government, 
which has served us so well? Shall we knock 
the pillar of an independent judiciary from the 
temple of justice? These are the vital questions 
in the Roosevelt issue. 

That Col. Roosevelt believes a majority of the 
American people has supreme power in a repre- 
sentative constitutional government is apparent 
from this statement: 

If the majority of the American people 
were in fact tyrannous over the minority, if 
democracy had no greater self-control than 
empire, then indeed no written words which 
our forefathers put into the Constitution 


could stay that tyranny. 
A majority of the American people can ac- 


complish. what it wants; it can put men of the 
highest capacity and character in the office of 
President; it can elect men of the highest ca- 
pacity and character to legislatures and executive 
offices; it can fill the benches with judges of the 
highest capacity and character; it can write into 
the statute books and Constitutions of the 
nation and the states any laws it desires. 

We do not believe that a majority of the 
American people wants to exercise tyranny any 
more than we believe it wants to make mistakes, 
but we insist that our dried representative sys- 
tem of government under constitutional restraints 
is an admirable safe-guard against both tyran- 
nies and mistakes.

ruURITY OF RUNNING WATERS. 

The War Department through Maj. E.. H. 
Schulz, engineer in charge at Kansas City, has 
given orders that no more garbage must be 
dumped into the Missouri there and at the several 
large river cities above that point. It is added 
that “it will not be long before these cities will} 
have to quit emptying their sewage into the 
stream.” 

What authority exists for the latter statement 
is not known. If based on nothing more than the 
probabilities of the situation, it is well founded. 
In a comparatively short stretch of the Missouri 
above the point where it starts east from the 
Kansas line, a large population is already gath- 
ered in half a dozen cities and is rapidly increas- 
ing. Without different methods of sewage dis- 
position, it will become a pest stream. 

What is true of the Missouri is true of the 
Mississippi. Conservation of the purity of 
streams will become an acute and costly issue: 
in St. Louis, in Chicago, which sends its sewage 
down to us through the drainage canal, and 1n 
all the principal interior cities of the country. 
Sewage mastering plants will be nesessary. Kan- 
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ing the fertility of the land and prevent the viti- 
ating of running waters. 
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Uncle Sam’s New York customs officials wil] 
not haruss unprotected American women, tray- 
eling alone, until they commit suicide for mor- 
tification—not after equal suffrage becomes gen- 
eral.

Perhaps the best and most philosoph- 
ical estimate of the judiciary was made 
by Jefferson in 1792, before he had been 
prejudiced by a political quarrel: 

“When a cause has been adjudged 
according to the rules and forms of the 
country its justice ought to be presumed. 
Even error in the highest court which 
has been provided as the last means of 
correcting the errors of others, and 
whose decrees are therefore subject to 
no further revisal, is one of those incon- 
veniences flowing from the imperfection 
of our faculties to which every society 
must submit; because there must be 
somewhere a last resort wherein con- 
testations may end. Multiply bodies of 
revisal as you please; their number 
must still be finite and they must finish 
in the hands of fallible men as judges.”’ 

This is really the final word in re- 
gard to the place of the judiciary under 
a republican form of government. There 
will always be good judges and bad 
judges; there will always be wise de- 
cisions and foolish decisions. Even if 
Mr. Roosevelt’s scheme is adopted and 
the court of last resort is made to in- 
clude all the voters, a 500,000 to 400,000 
decision will arouse quite as much hos- 
tility as a 5 to 4 decision and may end 
even more disastrously. 

Any scheme for reforming the courts 
which contemplates more than the selec- 
tion of better judges and the lessening 
of the law’s delay is certain in the long 
run to produce more évil than good.

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A NEGLECTED REFORM. 

Nearly two years ago the Municipal Assembly 
by ordinance provided for the collection of 
ashes by the city. It is a good ordinance. Un- 
der the system which compels each householder 
to dispose of his ashes we get bad service at a 
maximum cost.

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GOV. HADLEY’S PROBLEM. 

Col. Roosevelt’s hair-splitting has brought a 
great difficulty upon Gov.

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THE ROOSEVELT PANACEA. 
In his able defense of his proposal for the 
popular reyisal of judicial decisions, Col. Roose- 
velt deftly states the issue thus: 


Are the American people fit to govern 
themselves, to rule themselves, to control 
themselves? 


Of course, the answer is yes. No one denies 

that the American people are fit to govern them- 
Selves. Having thus squared his proposal with 
a fundamental American principle and obtained 
unanimous consent for his major premise, the 
Colonel proceeds to enumerate all the evils that 
have crept into our government as the things 
he is trying to correct and to exhibit his own 
proposal as the sole available remedy. He arrays 
all of his opponents as the defenders of existing 
evils and hails himself as the sole champion of 
reform and the custodian of the welfare of man- 
kind. 
All who oppose Col. Roosevelt’s plan are allied 
with the plutocracy which has taken possession 
of the Government to protect the interest of 
the privileged few against the interests of the 
many. 

Col. Roosevelt carefully avoids the real issue, 
which is not whether the American people are 
fit to govern themselves, or whether the evils of 
government shall be destroyed, or whether the 
delays and defeats of justice under present modes 
of legal procedure shall continue, but how the 
American people shall govern themselves, how 
they shall destroy governmental evils, how they 
shall remedy the defects of our legal practice 
and procedure. 

Col. Roosevelt ignores the great battle that 
has been waged against evils in government; he 
ignores the almost universal condemnation of the 
defects of the existing system of legal procedure 
and the proposals for their correction. He even 
ignores the fact that he himself accomplished 
important reforms under the representative sys- 
tem without recourse to his new panacea. 

He attacks Mr. Taft ingloriously as a defender 
of government by the favored few and an enemy 
of popular government, but he carefully ignores 
Mr. Taft’s campaign for the constitutional re- 
form of legal procedure. 

But, perhaps, the most interesting feature of 
Col. Roosevelt’s defense is his second-thought 
modification of his program. Instead of a sweep- 
ing demand for the recall of judges and popular 
reviews of judicial decisions, he thrusts aside the 
recall of judges as something that might be use- 
ful in some States; he carefully defines his recall 
of judicial decisions as a referendum of certain 
State laws representing the beneficial exercise of 
the police power for the public welfare, which 
the courts may hold to be technically at variance 
with constitutional provisions. The referendum 
is to be applied under safeguards to extreme 
cases in which the constitutional inhibition de- 
lays legislation clearly in the interest of the 
people. 

Col. Roosevelt submits a plausible argument 
for this modified panacea. It may be admitted 
that the checks of constitutional, representative 
government delay good measures as they delay 
and defeat bad measures. Their object is delay 
that the people may have time to deliberate and 
to sift the good from the bad. But because oc- 
easionally good measures are delayed shall we 
break down the safeguards of the constitution?! 
Shall we abolish representative government, 
which has served us so well? Shall we knock 
the pillar of an independent judiciary from the 
temple of justice? These are the vital questions 
in the Roosevelt issue. 

That Col. Roosevelt believes a majority of the 
American people has supreme power in a repre- 
sentative constitutional government is apparent 
from this statement: 

If the majority of the American people 
were in fact tyrannous over the minority, if 
democracy had no greater self-control than 
empire, then indeed no written words which 
our forefathers put into the Constitution 


could stay that tyranny. 
A majority of the American people can ac- 


complish, what it wants; it can put men of the 
highest capacity and character in the office of 
President; it can elect men of the highest ca- 
pacity and character to legislatures and executive 
offices; it can fill the benches with judges of the 
highest capacity and character; it can write into 
the statute books and Constitutions of the 
nation and the states any laws it desires. 

We do not believe that a majority of the 
American people wants to exercise tyranny any 
more than we believe it wants to make mistakes, 
but we insist that our dried representative sys- 
tem of government under constitutional restraints 
is an admirable safe-guard against both tyran- 
nies and mistakes.

Multiply bodies of 
revisal as you please, their number 
must still be finite and they must finish 
in the hands of fallible men as judges.”’

WOMAN'S VERDICT 
AGAINST FRANCIS 





State Supreme Court Remands 
Case of Mrs. Platt Who Got 
$30,177 Judgment. 


CREDIT ENTRY DIRECTED 


Louis Court Directed to En- 
ter Credits in Case Involv- 
ing Stock Deals. 


March 21.—A 
by Mrs. 


JEFFERSON CITY, 
judgment of $30,177 obtained 
Elizabeth W. Platt against Francis 
Bro, & Co. in the St. Louis Circuit 
Court involving stock transactions con- 
ducted by Mrs. Platt’s son and the hy- 
pothecation of stock belonging to her, 
was reversed and remanded in Division 
No. 2 of the Supreme Court today, 
through an opinion filed by Judge 
Brown, and from which Judge Ferriss 
dissented. 

The cause is reversed and remanded 
with directions to enter certain credits 
and also to ascertain the values of cer- 
tain stocks when the same were hy- 

pothecated. 

The general trend of the opinion, 
however, sustains the finding of the St. 
Louis Circuit Court in favor of the 
widow. 

The chief errors in the trial court 
were in not allowing the commission 
company a credit of some $4000 and in 
not ascertaining the value of the stock 
hypothecated at the time the trans- 
actions took place and also in making 
any of the heirs of the estate plaintiffs 
save the widow. 

The litigation grew out of a _ stock 
transaction conducted by Charles R. 
Platt commencing in 1901 and termina- 
ing generally jn losses, to cover which 
he hypothecated stocks that belonged 
to his mother. 

The amount sued for was $134,000.

RISKS $10,000 IN 
EFFORT 10 MAKE 
MILLION FOR BOY 


In the effort to make her 6-year-old 
son, Louis Thompson Bernero, a mil- 
lionaire, Mrs. Lorraine Bernero is risk- 
ing the loss of the $10,000 which was left 
for his education under the will of Mrs. 
Theresa Bernero, foster-mother of the 
boy’s deceased father. 

A suit contesting Mrs. Bernero’s will 
was filed Wednesday by the boy’s moth- 
er, who is represented by Attorney 
Thomas D,. Cannon. A successful will 
contest would make the child sole heir 
to the $1,000,000 estate of Mrs. Bernero. 

Mrs. Bernero died last July, and 
bequeathed nearly all her property to 
her sister, Mrs. Clothilda Longinotti of 
Hot Springs, Ark., and Mrs. Longinotti’s 
= children, one of them Mrs. Theresa 

Goodwin, wife of John M. Goodwin, a 
St. Louis lawyer. To little Louis Thomp- 
son Bernero she left $10,000 for his edu- 
cation in Catholic schools. Another 
clause of the will specifies that any 
heir contesting the wil] shall forfeit his 
or her share. 

Attorney Cannon said Thursday he 
did not believe a minor’s interest in an 
estate could be forfeited by a will con- 
test brought in his name by a guardian. 
Court precedents, he said, were contrary 
to such a forfeiture. 

The principal item in the estate, com- 
posing about one-half its value, was the 
business building and site at 900-902 
Washington avenue, valued at $500,000. 


the will last summer, a suit was filed in 
behalf of the boy, Claiming the Wash- 
ington avenue property. 

The suit just filed is an outright will 
contest, and a claim to the whole estate. 
In jit the allegation is made that Mrs. 
Theresa Bernero was in feeble health 
and unduly under the influence of her 
sister and of Mrs. Goodwin and of other 
persons who moved her in their favor; 
that she had an exaggerated idea of the 
extent of her estate, and that she had 
hallucinations with respect to the young- 
er Mrs, Bernero, “for whom she had 
an insane hatred and fear that she 
would come into possession of her prop- 
erty.”’

Crisis Over Minimum Wage Bill 
Unchecked and Strike May 
Be Prolonged. 


By Associated Press. 

LONDON, March 21.—The gravity of 
Great Britain’s national peril arising 
from the labor war, which Arthur J. 
Balfour, the Unionist statesman, chur- 
acterized as passing in magnitude any- 
thing this country heretofore had ex- 
perienced, was reflected In the tense at- 
mosphere of the House of Commons 
this afternoon when the minimum wage 
bill came up for second reading. 

The House had not been so crowded 
for years. Every gallery was packed. 
Premier Asquith formally moved the 
second reading of the bill and then 
yielded the floor to Balfour, who moved 
its ‘rejection. 

“Never Such a Crisis.” 

“The country,” said Balfour, “hag ney- 
er before been faced with crisis such 
as this. We are witnessing the new, 
strange and portentious spectacle of a 
single organization, acting within its le- 
gal powers, threatening to paralyze the 
whole trade of the country.” 

Balfour said he recognized the earnest- 
ness of Premier Asquith’s efforts, but 
declared: 

“There never has been a graver case 
of a government decetving ftself and de- 
ceiving the House of Commons.” 

The idea appears to be gaining ground 
that there will be considerable delay in 
passing the measure, even if it is not 
thrown out entirely, and that thus the 
strike will be prolonged. 

The spread of this opinion hag caused 
further consternation in the industrial 
districts of the United Kingdom, where 
the suffering already is extreme, The 
total of the men out of employment is 
increasing daily, and it is now estimated 
that besides the 1,000,000 miners on strike 
nearly 2,000,000 other persons are idle. 

The people in many centers daily be- 
siege the offices of the mayors, where 
relief freely is distributed. It is thought 
that unless something is done quickly 
to end the crisis “hunger marches,’’ such 
as that which took place last night in 
the fishing town of Grimsby, when 300 
starving men marched to the town hall, 
and begged for relief, will become a 
common sight all over the country. 

In towns of the Kingdom people are 
waiting the action of*the Heuse of Com- 
mons tonight. There is no doubt that 
the minimum wages bill will receive 
second reading for the coalition com- 
posed of the Liberals, the Irish party 
and the labor party will unite in voting 
for it. Trouble will begin, however, 
when the bill reaches the committees 
stage at which periods the members of 
the labor party will propose the amend- 
ments on whose adoption they insist. 
Arthur J. Balfour, the former leader 
of the opposition, who for the moment 
has again resumed his former position 
as chief of the Unionists, is expected to 
ask the Government to give more than 
one day for the committee stage of the 
bill, which would delay the passage of 
the measure until next week. There is 
another danger. The Unionists under the 
leadership of Mr. Balfour have con- 
demned the principle of the minimum 
wage bill, the House of Lords possibly

consent to its passage. 

The Liberal party is new swept by 
storms of doubt. Some of ite members 
wish the bill to be abandoned, others 
desire to accept the miners’ wage sched- 
ule, and an cven larger fraction of the 
party is willing to engraft on the Dill a 
clause establishing a minimum of $1.2 
daily for all men employed underground 
and 60 cents for boys. 

The Government, however, ft is un- 
derstood, is bound by its pledges to 
various parties not to state the figures 
of the minimum wage in the bill. ff 
the Government accepts the amendment 
establishing a fixed rate of wages and 
inserts the figure in the bill, the own- 
ers, it is believed, will refuse to open 
the pits.
